Tho case of General Dix, and the $50,000 paid 
to him by the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
is the subject of steady discussion in the news- 
papers at Albany, and strangely enough tho 
Evening Journal, the Republican organ, alleges 
that General Dix was President of the road from 
October, 1863, to January, 1868, which would in- 
clude the period during which the most écandalous 
trdnsactiens of the Oredit Mobilier occurred. 
This would make him responsible before the 
country for allowing an outside organization to 
swindle the Government and the road, whose 
interests he assumed and was bound to protect 
when he accepted the Presidency, and would fur- 
nish an easy explanation of the way the swin- 
dlers came to pay him $50,000; as thus: Dix, 
President, might say to Durant, Ames et al., 
Lon have organized a Credit Mobilier to con- 
sume the assets of this road by letting contracts 
to yourselves at exorbitant prices. Pay me 
$50,000, or I will blow your Credit Mobilier to the 
moon.” The Argus, on the other hand, alleges 
that Dix continued as President only till Novem- 
ber, 1866, and brings forward documentary evi- 
dence to support its statement. But the Credit 
Mobilier operations were commenced on the 15th 
of March, 1865, eighteen months before Dix re- 
signed the Presidency of the road. Without 
going into minutie, it is safe to say that the

public treasury, and that he knew it. If he re-

‘SHE THREE CENT WAR. 

A number of persons, at various stations along 
the line of the Illinois Central Railroad, are pro-

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Sermon by Professor Swing, Delivered 
at MoVicker’s Theatre, 
Sunday, Feb. 9. 
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Several months have now elapsed since the 
Evangelical Church sustained a shock in the 
proposition called “‘Tyndall’s Test of Prayer.” 
The suggestion that an experiment be made in 
order to determine whether God is affected by 
human surplication, fell upon the Christian 
heart as a form of impiety, a trifling with the 
character of the Almighty. 
It was suggested by a friend of Mr. Tyndall, 
that in a certain hospital a certain number of 
sick be made not only the patients of the best 
medical science, but also subjects of special 
prayer by the Christian Church, and that a cer- 
tain nuraber of sick be attended only by the 
medical art; that for them no prayer be offered, 
and then, other things being equal, the world 
was to note whether the ward prayed for should 
reveal any less mortality, or any more rapid 
econvalescence. Through Mr. Tyndall this sug- 
gestion at once found its way into the public 


print. 
In this formal manner, and through the influ- 
ene of a great name, there has been suddenly 
sprung upon the defenders of religion a ques- 
of very great difficulty. I use the word re-
